MAKE LOW RATES TO THE FAIR. 

“'World’s Fair rates from Denver and Col- 
orado points to Chicago have now gone far 
below one fare for the round trip.” This 
statement, made yesterday, sufficiently ex- 
poses the absurdity of the efforts made by 
railroad officials for several months past to 
prevent the offering of reasonable rates of 
transportation to people who wish to visit the 


and are discovering the week the Fair opens, 
instead of finding it out by the slower process 


‘of proof, that the people would hold aloof 


persistently from paymg the high rates re- 
solved on at the meetings of managers. There 
is simply a grand break arisimg out of the 
competition for business, which evidently 
must be attracted by liberal concessions if it 
be gained at all. 

In the case of the lines connecting Chicago 
with Denver it is probable a resolve made 
months ago to demand one fare for the round 
trip would have been lived up to all through 
the summer. Large numbers of people would 
by this time have signified a wish to avail 
themselves of the terms offered, and at the 
beginning of this month the roads would have 
arranged for several weeks of active employ- 
ment with a good progpect of its continuance 
through the Fair season. As it ig they have 
practically no Fair business in sight. . The 
people are not anxious to full rates in 
euch numbers as to largely increase the pat- 
ronage of their lines, and: it is foufid neéces- 
sary to make a big bid in order to waken up 
the great public in Colorado which a few 
months ago was all agog with expectanon of 
visiting the Fair at reasonable rates of trans- 
portation. 

It is highly probable the roads in other di- 
rections from Chicago will find themselves in 
a similar predicament ere long. If they in- 
sist on the small reductiom thus far resolved 
on they will have few éxtra patrons from 
afar. The areas comparatively near to ‘Chi- 
cago will contribute the great bulk of the 
sight-seers and the long routes be left to little 
more than the normal tide of summer travel 
in place of the extra rush they have counted 
on. If they defer too long the change which 
ought to have been announced iast winter 
the railroads may have to go down to bed 
rock, below the half rate, in order to change 
the minds of many thousands who have re- 
solved they cannot afford the expense and 
therefure concluded not to come at all. But 
if the managers will decide now on the half 
rate each way, as advocated weeks ago by 
Tas Turon, they would quickly hear of it

The Corporation Counsel and other city of- 
ficers have spoken in an off-hand way of 
“temporary viaducts,"’ but they have not said 
as yet just what they mean thereby. Do they 
‘mean structures which will be safe for heavy 
teams and street cars as well as for foot 
passengers? In that case they are asking the 
roads to expend a great deal of money for 
temporary relief. It would not be safe to put 
up frail spidery structures and subject them to 
the wear and tear of heavy travel for three 
years. Some accident might happen which 
“would cost more lives than have been lost at 
any one street crossing. 

The Pennsylvania road says it will pay the 
land damuzes at its end of any viaducts that 
may be erected. What wiil the land damages 
be for a temporary viaduct which is put up 
with a sort of understanding that it is to re- 
main for three years or so, but which the rail- 
roads would be glad to have there forever, 
and which, if the Council so votes three years 
hence, may be given a perpetual lease of life? 
How can the damages be estimated’ when it 
isimpossible to tell how long the viaduct 
which causes the damage will remain? 

It, would be an easy matter to make pro- 
vision for viaducts for foot passenyers span- 
ning the Pennsylvania and Western Indiana 
tracks) Temporary structures for that pur- 
pose could be erected cheaply and removed 
without difficulty when necessary, but if they 
wete up few would use them. What will it 
cost exclusive of land damages to build a 
“temporary ” viaduct for teams across those 
tracks which would be safe forthree years? 
Suppose it cost with the approaches only a 
hundred thousand dollars. Is there no way in 
which the roads for an infinitely smaller ex- 
penditure could make the crossings safe for 
the next three and a half years? It would be 
cheaper for them to put a dozen guards at 
every crosbing. 

It is much better to drop the discussion of 
“temporary ” viaducts. If any are erected 
they will be permanent ones. Once up they 
will not come down. If erected the railroads 
will have no difficulty in persuading the Coun- 
cil of 1896 tliat they should not be removed, 
That Council will not be bound by anything 
its predecessors may do, 


GRANT NO ROVING COMMISSIONS. 

One of the special orders for the next 
Council meeting is the application of the 
Lake street “‘L”’ road for permission to build 
anumber of branches. It asks for leave to 
construct one startimg somewhere between 
Lake street bridge and Morgan street, a dis- 
tance of more than half a mile, and running 
northeasterly or northerly to some point on 
Fullerton avenue east of Sheffiela—it is three 
quarters of a mile from Sheffield to Lincoln 
Park—and running thence northwesterly and 
northerly to the city lmits, somewhere or 
other, 

This ‘is definiteness with a vengeance. 
What prevents this company from telling the 
Council precisely what route it wishes to 
pursue? If it does not know yet its first busi- 
ness is to find out and then ask. It should 
send out its engineers and real estate men to 
study the territory it wishes to go through, 
decide which willbe the best and cheapest 
route, and then ask for a franchise. If all 
that this company has. in view: is getting a 
franchise merely to head off others and pre- 
vent the cofistruction of an elevated road on 
the North Side until it gete ready to build 
one the Council should show it no considera- 
tion. 

This company also wishes to be allowed to 
build from somewhere on Lake street, be- 
tween Desplaines and Locmis, in a southerly 
and southeasterly direction fo Eighty-seventh 
street, Have the persons who ask for this 
vague and indeterminate grant no idea where 
they expect tostrike Eighty-seventh street? 
If not they should send out an exploring ex- 
pedition to learn and then report to the Coun- 
cil, 

There is no excuse for such indefiniteness 
on the part of this or any similar corporation. 
The Metropolitan road asked for a right-of- 
way west of Halsted street, between Van Buren 
and Harrison, and east of Halsted, between 
Jackson and Congress. The Counéil knew 
where the road would run and so did the people. 
Why cannot other applicants be equally precise, 
instead of asking, as the Lake street road has 
done, for a blanket mortgage covering nearly 
al] North Chicago and Lake View? The ordi- 
nance submitted on behalf of this Lake street 
concern should be sent back to it with the re 
quest that 1t be revised and amended sv that 
the Council can tell precisely where a right- 
of-way is wauted.

FINANCIAL DISTRESS IN AUSTRALIA. 

The four Australian banks thus far reported 
to have closed their doors have a total of some 
$150,000,000 of liabilities. This is an enormous 
sum for the small population of that part of 
the world, In each case the failure is said to 
have been caused by a withdrawal of depos- 
its, but this could not be other than the proxi- 
mate cause, the one behind it bemg a lack of 
confidence in the abilities of the. banks to pay 
if left alone. In sucha case those who think 
they have reason to. be afraid “start first,” 
and the gathering throng soon becomes too 
large to be accommodated. The bank closes 
ita doors, and all who did not get in on time 
have to take a percentage through the gener- 
ally slow action of the courta, 

These failures are but a natural sequence to 
conditions of long standing under which the 
load has continuously grown till too heavy 
to be borme longer. Australia is deluged with 
debt. For many years past the people of 
that country have been living on their credit, 
inflating everything by sucvzessive stages of 
stretching up to the bursting point. The ex- 
ports do not amount to 50 per cent of the im- 
ports and the intereston money borrowel 
from outside, mostly ip the British Islands. 
The total population of that great isiand is 
barely 4,000,000, yet-that small number of 
people owe to British capitahsts a billion of 
dollars, with perhaps @s much more to cor- 
porations and individuals at home, 

In regard to borrowing money recklessly 
the history of Australia is that of Argentina 
over again. The outcome in each case is in- 
evitable bankruptcy. In Argentina the col- 
lapse has occurred and is being recovered 
from slowly. In Australia’ the break up has 
begun, the remainder of the experience hav- 
ing to be repeated and suffered. The people 
there have burned their candle at both ends. 
They have lived and feasted on borrowed 
money, and have put in the time spared from 
this extravagance in providing for its being 
continued as long as possible by further in- 
flating the nominal value of their “securities ”’ 
so that they could be made available for the 
raising of fresh loans. At last the expansion 
has reached its limit, and the selling value of 
the “properties”? has shrunk so much that in 
many cases it is far less than ‘he amount 
borrowed on it. The first decided result is a 
rash on the banks which have become respon- 
sible for the loans and spread their credit all 
over the land in bolstering up the many wild- 
cat schemes which flotrished so long as the 
boom lasted. The banks are smashed, and 
now the people have the grim satisfaction of 
knowing that the banks are not good for what 
was promised, when before they simply 
doubted it. 

The people have now to face hard times, to 
endure poverty, to practice pinching economy 
while slowly recovering the loss and getting 
on" their feet again after the heavy fall from 
the insecure platform of credit, rising toward 
the clouds on which they stood till it broke 
down under the weight. Demagogues preach- 
ing State socialism and carrying it out_as far 
as they could are morally responsible for the 
collapse, but the people must s@ffer the con- 
sequences, and so itis in every case where 
either 8 man or a nation “‘makes haste to be 
ric” in any other way than the good old way 
of actually adding to the value of their prop- 
erty instead of inflating the appraisement, 
The people of the United States have now be- 
fore them two modern exgamples of dire disas- 
ter followmg the effor€ to get rich by mere 
legislation instead of by honest exertion, and 
it is to be hoped they will profit by the lesson. 
If they do we shall soon have heard the iast of 
insane efforts to increase wealth by merely 
cuttmg down the purchasing ‘value of the 
measuring unit or by making money so plen- 
tiful that it will realize the demagogues’ idea 
of cheapness.

Tas weather of this spring presents some 
strange contrasts. S@ much rain has fallen 
in the Northwest that the rivers are at flood 
height.

It is natural to expect 
they will not continue much longer, as the ir- 
regularity of rain distribution cannot have a 
cause that is other than temporary in its 
action.
